He

Theodore Roosevelt made him his 
secretary w hen he became president. 
Iii 1902 he was made secretary of 
rom m el ce and labor, 
From 1905 to 
1907 he servbed as postm aster gen­ 
eral. 
And from 1907 to 1919 he was 
ecuL ary.of the treasury.

In the supreme court there is a n ­ 
other m an holding a high position 
who. too, started out as a page. He 
is Cahrles E. Cropiey, clerk of tile 
court.

must, on this point, be deemed ex­ 
ceedingly defective.” 
Such critical and unbiased state­ 
ment may well send us back to the 
sources as to the m eanings of words 
which have

butchered

A small book, published in 1866. 
entitled, 
"Scripture

bill giving details of Mrs. W alker’s 
shopping, On a single day, accord­ 
ing to the bill, she bought eighteen 
pairs of shoes and two pairs of 
mules for a total of $790. 
One pay­ 
ment was 
m ade on th e bill, 
the 
plaintiff says. $601 on M arch 2, 1931, 
J after the account had run without 
: payments from November IO, 1930.

The papers in the suit say th a t 
i the bill is for “necessaries for her 
I (Mrs. W alker's) use." The neces- 
! sarios contain such item s as white 
alligator shoes 
and beige alligator 


shoes at $38 a pair, and a white al­ 
ligator bag and a beige alligator bag 
at $45 apiece; white buck and brown 
oxfords at $45, white satin shoes at 
$75 and velvet trees at $10. 
Jack Sommers, president of the 
suing corporation, 
explained th a t 
“all the shoes were made specially 
to fit Mrs. W alker, and she had a 
very small foot; the sm allest foot in 
all Now York, I believe.” 
He de­ 
scribed her foot as a size No. I, with 
Listed in the bill which his con­ 
cern subm itted to the court were 
no ensuing letters to indicate width, 
two items for shoe repairing; “new 
bottoms and toe pieces, $20”; and 
“new bottoms 
and spikes 
on two 
pair shoes, $30." Mr. Sommers said 
these jobs were not ordinary shoe 
repairing 
work, but 
involved the 
complete rem aking of the footgear 
under treatm ent. 
In an 
affidavit 
subm itted with 
his suit, Mr, Sommers told of diffi­ 
culties in serving a summons in the 
suit upon Mrs. W alker, who is now 
understood to be in Miami, Florida.
